The closing of October and the 
woming of November had days of 
Jingering sunshine, The rays were 
genial, the breeze mild, and the 
temperature 60 or more.

HEALTH SAFETY GOVERNING 
FACTOR WHEN INSTALLING 
NEW WATER SERVICE 


The Bethel Water District will 
be working on a combined proce- 
dure for new customers to follow 
when requesting service, The Wa- 
ter District plans to submit this 
procedure to the Bethel Selectmen 
for their approval once the de- 
tails have been worked out. The ob- 
jective of this new application pro- 
cedure is to reduce confusion and 
conflicting advise given to new 
owners and clarify the area of 
jurisdiction of various town offi- 
cials. ~ ; 

Key factors behind this project 
include frequent discoveries of wa- 
ter and sewer lines laid in the 
same trench and attempts to re- 
peat this practice in order to avoid 
the cost of digging two trenches. 
Separating water from sewer lines 
to prevent water contamination is 
a universally accepted standard. 
When water and sewer lines are 
in the same trench, there is a 
good possibility that sewer water 
can enter into the water lines 
whenever work is done on either 
system, A back-hoe is not a pre- 
cision instrument. In opening 
holes to repair service, a sewer 


and/ir water main is often brok- } 
en. When the two lines are laid | 
in the same trench, backflow from ; 


a broken sewer line can seep into 
a water main which has been slic- 
ed open during the same opera- 
tion, Old systems, such as Beth- 
el’s, were not constructed accord- 
ing to present day standards and 
are poorly recorded thus locating 
buried lines is often hindered and 


accidental breakages occur as a } 


result, 

The Water District believes that 
it is in the best interests of all of 
its customers to correct these sit- 
uations of inadequately separated 
water and sewer systems as they 
are discovered and at the time new 
service is installed. By insisting 
on laying new service according to 
the present health standards, the 
District can preclude more costly 
breakages in the future and re- 
duce the threat of backflow con- 
tamination to the town’s water 
supply,

SEMINARS ON TERMINALLY ILL 
HELD AT RUMFORD HOSPITAL 


Two seminars were recently held 
at Rumford Community Hospital.

Lorraine Latour, therapist at Tri- 
County Mental Health Services, in- 
volved the group in an exercise 
and presented, through her own 
personal life history with cancer, 
many major feelings, thoughts, 
and fears of the grief process. ex- 
perienced with persons facing a 
life threatening situation. 


The discussion which followed - 


was warm, personal sharing from 
group participants, including em- 
phasis on sudden loss of a child or 
other loved one and the effects of 
unresolved grief from the past. 


The second seminar, Oct. 30, fo- 
cussed on case presentations from 
area professional caregivers, Val- 
erie Yontz and Janet Stowell, staff 
of Androscoggin Home Health Ser- 
vices, presented a case of a family 
able to provide complicated care 
toa terminal patient at home. Rev- 
erend Timothy Eberhardt, Rector 
at St. Barnabas. Episcopal Church, 
presented a brief terminal illness 
where patient and family alike 
had little time to “complete unfin- 
ished business”, Sevéral spontan- 
eous case presentations were given 
by caregivers attending. Twenty- 
six persons were present.
